(the fourth Ingersoll Lecture given at Har- 
vard University,) by Professor Josiah Royce, 
which is described as a strong and ingenious 
argument for man’s immortality as the per- 
manence of the individual man; “ The Arts 
of Life,” by R. R. Bowker, whose object is to 
promote a greater wholeness and symmetry in 
living—to show that life need not be so frag- 
mentary, so made up of unrelated aims and 
activities as it generally is; the Cambridge 
edition of the “Complete Poetical Works of 
Sir Walter Scott;” and the “Sonnets and 
Madrigals of Michelangelo Buonaroti,” the 
publication of which has been postponed from 
April 14.

D. APPLETON & CO. RESUME PUB- 
LISHING. 

THE advertisement in last week’s issue of 
THE PuBLIsHERS’ WEEKLY, of books about to 
be published with the imprint of D. Appleton 
& Co., may be regarded as a formal announce- 
ment of the resumption of business, after an 
interruption of four weeks, by this old and 
familiar firm. Though the receiver has not 
yet completed his survey of the business, it 
is the general understanding that the investi- 
gation of the affairs of the firm will result in 
a showing far better in every way than was 
expected. Indeed, the receiver has already 
stated that his examination seems to justify 
the conclusion that the assets of D. Appleton 
& Co. will exceed its liabilities in the ratio of 
more than two to one. Every act of the firm 
is characterized as honorable and, in the best 
sense, conservative, and the minute analysis 
of its affairs thus far has failed to discover 
any symptoms of recklessness or extrava- 
gance, the great plant having been preserved 
unmortgaged and unpledged. The prospect, 
therefore, for a satisfactory settlement, a 
sound reorganization, and a prosperous con- 
tinuation of the firm’s career, seems reasonably 
assured to those most intimately interested in 
the firm’s welfare. 

Painful as the ordeal must have been 
through which the firm has been obliged to 
pass, there must surely have been some con- 
solation to the individuals connected with the 
firm, in the many expressions of good will 


and sympathy that have come from every 
quarter—from authors and men of other pro- 
fessions, from the booktradeand business men 
in general and from the press of this country 
and of Europe. A house with such a multi- 
tude of friends, if it remains as loyal to the 
best traditions of American book-making as it 
has been during the more than seventy years 
of its existence, need have no concern as to 
the continued and even increasing apprecia- 
tion of its work.

THE CLUB BINDERY’S WORK. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. have arranged for a dis- 
play of bookbindings done at the Club Bind- 
ery, that is attracting attention among 
bookbinders quite as much as among 
book lovers. The dress of a book may be a 
matter of individual taste; its binding, how- 
ever, must be the concern of the owner of 
every book worth preserving—and in this 
particular the work of the Club Bindery thus 
far is above reproach, though ornamentation 
also receives due consideration. Honest 
workmanship, honest material, are every- 
where in evidence—in the folding, the sew- 
ing, forwarding, and covering. The ornamen- 
tation is classic rather than “ striking;” but 
the workman, as a rule, applies accepted 
models in an original manner. In the sixty- 
two examples shown, fitness of ornamentation 
appears to have been the aim of the work- 
men, and the designs are patterns of tooling 
and inlay. The exhibition will remain open 
for several weeks and is well worth a long 
journey to see. 

The Club Bindery is an outgrowth of the 
Grolier Club, formed by some of its mem- 
bers to lift the art of bookbinding out of 
commercialism, and to vie with the best work 
of the French and English binderies. They 
subscribed for stock or shares a sum of money 
sufficient to furnish the necessary working 
capital, and now have, after about four years 
of patient experiment, an establishment as 
well equipped as any bindery, either at home 
or abroad. The management is under the di- 
rection of a committee appointed by the stock- 
holders, whose requirements or orders for 
work must be executed before any may be ac- 
cepted from non-shareholders. 





THE DALY MS. OF “ THE SCHOOL FOR 
SCANDAL.” 


CONCERNING the recent Daly sale a corre- 
spondent of the London Atheneum writes: 
“The late Mr. Augustin Daly did not pos- 
sess the original manuscript of ‘The School 
for Scandal,’ so that any buyer in the auction 
in New York of the manuscript thus de- 
scribed in the sale catalogue of his library 
will not obtain what he expects. Mr. Daly 
told me that his copy in manuscript was pre- 
pared by Sheridan for presentation to Mrs. 
Crewe, but the original manuscript of which 
Moore gives an account and from which he 
makes some extracts in his ‘ Life of Sheridan’ 
is now the property of Sheridan’s great-grand- 
son, and, with the original manuscripts of 
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other plays, is among the treasures of Mr. 
Algernon Sheridan’s library at Frampton 
Court. An amanuensis made several copies 
of the ‘School for Scandal,’ and late in life 
Sheridan began to revise and correct one of 
them with a view to publication. A copy 
was given to his elder sister, Mrs. Lefanu, 
which she sold, and the printed version of the 
play was made from it. This version, how- 
ever, differs in many particulars from the 
original manuscript, owing to changes made 
for stage purposes in the first copy, which 
were followed in all the others.”

The 
work of every department is done in con- 
stant co-operation; and no member of the 
firm is without successful practice of the 
duty that he performs.

PRICE PAID TO MILTON FOR “ PARADISE 
LOST.” 


New York, April 23, 1900. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ eekly. 


Str: In your issue of April 21, “W. M. 
S.” cites as erroneous a statement made by 
me in an address before the Booksellers’ 
League (printed in your issue of April 7) 
that “ Paradise Lost” brought to its author 
‘only $75. He cites Masson as authority for 
the statement that the sum was five pounds, 
or $25. 

Permit me to say that I am unable to read 
Masson in this way. His account is very ex- 
plicit and extends over several pages in differ- 
ent parts of his sixth volume. Milton re- 
ceived, on signing the contract, five pounds 
and at the completion of the sale of the first 
edition five pounds more, this edition being 
limited to 1300 copies. He was to receive an- 
other five pounds for the second edition which 
was already on the market at the time of his 
death. His widow collected this third sum of 
five pounds, making fifteen pounds in all, 
($75), and in addition was induced to part 
with all her right and title to the poem for 
the further sum of three pounds.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Ropert ALAN Mowsray STEVENSON, the 
artist, died in London, on the 19th inst. He 
was born in Edinburgh, March 25, 1847, and 
was a cousin and life-long friend of Robert 
Louis Stevenson. He was at one time art 
critic of The Saturday Review, and contrib- 
uted extensively to many periodicals on art 


topics. Among his published works was 
“The Art of Velasquez.” 


Mrs. ELIzABETH WHITFIELD BELLAMY died 
on the 15th inst. at Mobile, Ala. She was 
born at Quincy, Fla., April 17, 1837. In 
1858 she was married to Dr. Charles Edward 
Bellamy. She wrote much for the magazines 
under the pseudonym of “Kamba Thorpe.” 
Her best-known book, “Old Man Gilbert,” 
had a large sale because of its faithful por- 
trayal of Southern conditions. Her other 
books are “Four Oaks,” “ Little Joanna,” 
and “ Penny Lancaster, Farmer.” 


Tue Rev. CuHarites BEecHer, brother of 
Henry Ward Beecher, died at Haverhill, 
Mass., on the 21st. inst. He was born in 
Litchfield, Conn., October 7, 1815, and is the 
last surviving of the seven sons of the Rev. 
Lyman Beecher. He was the author of “ The 
Incarnation or Pictures of the Virgin and Her 
Son,” “David and His Throne,” “ Pen Pic- 
tures of the Bible,’ “Autobiography and 
Correspondence of Lyman Beecher,” “ Re- 
deemer and Redeemed,” “ Spiritual Manifesta- 
tions,” and “Eden Tableau.” 


Dr. ALPHONSE MILNE-Epwarps, a cele- 
brated French savant, died in Paris on the 
20th inst. Dr. Alphonse Milne-Edwards, 
like his father, Henri Milne-Edwards, devoted 
his life to natural history, and by his re- 
searches added largely to the science of zo- 
ology. Born in Paris, in 1835, he became an 
assistant to his father, who was professor of 
zoology at the Museum of Natural History. 
Since 1801 he had been director of that insti- 
tution. He accompanied the scientific ex- 
peditions of the Travailleur and the Talisman 
for the special study of submarine fauna, 
and for his discoveries was awarded the gold 
medal of the Geographical Society. Among 
his numerous scientific publications his study 
of the mammals and birds of Madagascar is 
particularly noteworthy. 

Grorce Doucitass CAMPBELL, Duke of Ar- 
gyll, died in London on the 23d inst. Born 
in 1823 he was the second son of his father, 
the’ seventh Scottish Duke, but his elder 
brother having died, he succeeded to the es- 
tates in 1847. One of his favorite pursuits 
was geology, in which he was an acknowl- 
edged authority. The breadth of his mind 
and the extent of his intellectual attainments 
may be indicated. by the names of a few 0 
his more important publications such as “ The 
Reign of Law,” which has passed through 
many editions; “ Primeval Man,” “ History 
and Antiquities of Iona,” “The Eastern 
Question,” “ The Unity of Nature,” “ An Eco- 
nomic History of Scotland,” “ Philosophy of 
Belief,” “ Poems,” etc. He is succeeded in 
the title by his eldest son, the Marquis of 
Lorne, who in 1871 married the Princess 
Louise, fourth daughter of Queen Victoria. 


Henry H. Hottoway, a well-known Phila- 
delphia dealer in second-hand books, died in 
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that city on the 5th inst. Mr. Holloway was 
born at Bordentown, N. J., in 1834. For 
about fifteen years he taught school, then, in 
1870, he commenced the old book business 
in a little shop on the east side of South 
Tenth, near Market Streets. His stock orig- 
inally was exclusively educational and school 
books; afterwards he added general litera- 
ture. For some years he prospered, and his 
stock increased to such an extent that he 
rented the adjoining store, and filled both 
stores with books. ‘Then the tide turned and 
Mr. Holloway was obliged to sacrifice a large 
portion of his stock. He removed to a small 
room in a building on South Ninth near 
Cherry Streets, where he made an effort to 
continue in the book business, but failing in 
this, he put up a newspaper stand at the 
corner of Eighth and Wood Streets, where 
for a long time he doled out a miserable ex- 
istence. About ten years ago, assisted by a 
“ windfall,” he was enabled to begin again, at 
South Tenth Street above Walnut, with a 
small stock of books. A little later, he 
removed to 202 North Thirteenth Street, 
where he continued in the book business on a 
very modest scale. Mr. Holloway was a man 
of culture and good literary taste. Though 
suffering for thirty years or longer from a 
spinal complaint, in physique weak and puny, 
and beset with many trials, he was uniformly 
kind, genial in manner, and an entertaining 
conversationalist. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


MMe SARAH GRAND has nearly finished her 
new novel. It bears the title of “ Babs the 
Impossible.” This is the book which it was 
at first intended should be called “ Petti- 
coats.” 


. K. Hvuysmans,’ the author of “En 
Route,” has republished many of its pages in 
“Pages Catholiques,” a book in which the 
author, under the pseudonym of “ Durtal,” 
narrates his conversion to the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. He is said also to have com- 
menced a new work, to be called “ L’Oblat,” 
which will contain, like his previous ones, an 
analytical dissection of his feelings at the 
moment of writing. 


PRoFESsOR CHARLES ELiot Norton has made 
arrangements to go to England this summer 
to perform the duties which devolve upon him 
as literary executor of John Ruskin. Some- 
what averse to any laborious course of pro- 
cedure in connection with this charge, Pro- 
fessor Norton has resolved to make the work, 
as nearly as may be, one of exclusion rather 
than inclusion; and his plan in this regard 
is likely to be facilitated by his conviction, 
more than once announced to his friends, that 


too much of Ruskin has already been pub-, 


lished. 


. Daviy DwicHt WELLs. whose new book, 

His Lordship’s Leopard,” is about to be 
published by Henry Holt & Co., is a son of the 
late David A. Wells, the eminent economist, 
and was born April 22, 1868, at Norwich, 
Conn. He was graduated from Harvard 
University, with honorable mention in Eng- 
lish literature, in 1893. In 1893 and 1804 he 
wrote stories and articles for various mag- 
azines and papers. Appointed by President 





Cleveland as second secretary for the United 
States Embassy at London, in July, 1894 he 
held that position till October, 1896, resign- 
ing at that time, and returning to America. 
Since then he has been engaged in literary 
pursuits. He is living abroad, and at present 
enjoying a trip down the Nile. “Her Lady- 
ship’s Elephant,” his first novel, appeared in 
1898, and has now reached its tenth printing. 
This story was founded on an actual inci- 
dent of a “busted” American who gave a 
real elephant as a guarantee for a loan from 
one of Uncle Sam’s representatives.
